/ m public business of il»c State for 
the lastJRve years, and had no expcctu* 
tion that I should again take a part in 
adm inistering tlic Governm ent ; I have 
paid no other attention to the proceed­ 
ings of the Legislature, or any pubVic 
transactions, than my dut) as a private 
citizen I'equu'cd. 
1 am thefeforc unu- 
ble to lay before you the state ot our 
atTuirs ; or to sujjgr^i for your con* 
sidération those subjects of particular 
interest which in other <irC\iinsianccs 
m ight have occurred to me. Uut I ha\e 
no reason.to regret this inability i seve­ 
ral of yoU| G entlem en, in each House, 
have beea m anf «ears employed iu the 
Governm ent, ia«l \?ill readily discern 
what m easures are necessary fur the 
general good. 


But though I ^ave no particular 
knowledge of the tâte Legislative pro­ 
ceedings, it is imjWssiblc for any m em ­ 
ber of the State id be ignorant that u 
spirit of division has existed lur several 
years aaU haa bcconie so prévalent, as 
to diminish individual happiness, and 
endanger the iraatjuUily of the Com- 
nionwealih. 


T h r opinions of men are as various 
as thcii ieaiuri's, and tlicre is genemlly 
no more cause of complaitil in tiie one 
V ISC than in Lhc other. ’I'liis difFcrencr 
ot opinion would lu:[)pon il all were fur- 
nisutd with the same evidence ; but on 
many political subjects the evidence 
on'etcvl to ditierent persons is not od1> 
liivcrse but opposite j it would be uii- 
vcttsonable, therefore, to expect ti>at all 
sl.ould ihinK alike. 
If our inlunnutiou 
IS wtiolly derived from one sun i ce, and 
that huppcns to be a partial one, our 
opinions may be bone;»!, tliough it is> 
hiuuly possible they should be correct. 


In some case a tins diversity of Senti­ 
m ent may pi oinote the pi ogress ot 
tiu th — A i leabt it may tiach us ba- 
biiu..l.y to practice that m utual for- 
bcaratice «ithout which sucitiy coulil 
not cKist i Hut the danger arises from 
the wavmih and eagerness with whicli 
political disputes are conducted. 
On 
such occasions, men are tem pted to 
violate the rules of decency, and call in 
question the rectitude of oiiiers, merely 
because of a ditfcrcuce in judgm ent— 
Such ofTensivc imputatio-js are inju­ 
rious to the pcucc of the Stute, and 
threaten its future prosperity ;— for if 
party abuse should becou\e general and 
ludisrrim inate, we shall lose one of the 
xnost powerful motives to m eritorious 
conduct ; the virtuous and vicious will 
be placed in tl^e same light, and men ot 
unblemislied chai-acter will wish to have 
as little conccrn in public affairs as pos­ 
sible, that they may preserve vheir re­ 
putations. 


W hen parties arc num erous, the in­ 
dividuals often appear to be but little 
apprehensive of reproach -, they are apt 
to think that the rules of candor ami 
even of truth may b*' dispensed with, in 
|»ropagating their political opinions.— 
B ut though toe disytaoe of eacii indivi* 
dual may be lesseucd jvhen it is sliared 
by many others, his personal guilt is 
the same as if he was the only oftcnder ; 
and the exam ple thus furnisiied by as­ 
sociated num bers m ust ha\e a perm- 
clius intluence on the morals oi the 
whole people. 


Should we at any time suffer our­ 
selves to be influeiiceo by a spi. it oi 
party, we slull be ui d-..gci ol sacnlic- 
tng the public good to our own dttacl.- 
meut'i and aniiuobities ; aud shall be 
incapable of discernuig tne use that 
may be made of our own prccedtnt.N 
as-U '^t ourselves. 
W e nuy establish 
ru’.fs by which we shall obtain a mo- f 
mcntary ascendancy , but wiuch in tlic 
issue w ill prove injurious to our o«i. , 
intcicsl, as well as to the peace auu ■ 
order ut the State. 
If the partv oppo^- 
fd to Us should after» ards ptevail, ihcy 
will be tem pted to rcialsate with in­ 
creased severity, in hope» of rno.c 
durable jKtssession ol power. 
Bu'. »*. is 
vam to espec*. thatin a lrtc ^ovcrnnicnt 
the predominance of a party c.in be ; ix-- 
^rrv-'d by dUiugcnuou;. nicans ; o: i. .it 
thr peace of the comniunuy fa-'i L>c 
roaintaitied under retorted iiiju; < ■ .,nd 
provocations. 
Such injuries wül be­ 
com e niore oppressive, and the pso- 
vocations m ore uggravaied, ihc oftcnet 
they hapjMîO, and, li persisted in, mu at 
rventuailf term inate in luin.

slluotiou of peculiar «afety. O ur tern - 
torj' is sufiiciently cxtenaive either for 
security or convenictice- 
W e arc re­ 
mote from the nations of Murofit who 
for sevei’al years have been Involved iii a 
fatal and extensive wur. As a commercial 
people we have had intercourse w«th 
all of them , and as a neutral natioi^m ust 
have expected, in such mighty con­ 
flicts, to suffer injuries from each. 
If, 
however, the m erchant finds that any 
brunch of trade is too hazardous to be 
pursued with advantage, his own pi u- 
dcnce will induce him to relinquish 
it. But 1 think wc can have no reasona­ 
ble motive to join in this ruinous cun 
test, and thus imitiate those f’rinccs, 
who hazard all that is dear to iheir sub- 
jtx ts, m erely to displiiy their spirit or 
gratify their revenge. 
W e may possi­ 
bly be engaged hereafter ;n ju.-it and 
ncccs-iary wars of self-dcfencc, and we 
hope never to be engaged in any other : 
— But so long as the people arc »I'ltcd 
in affection, there is no danger thai any 
foreign power will think of reducini’; us 
to fhelr dominion. 
This security will 
be diminished in the s.i... i proportion 
as the violence of party increases ; for 
a State with ten millions of tncn may 
be conquered as easily as one with ten 
thousand, if the people arc divided, and 
one half are willing to assist in sub­ 
jugating the other. 
Such dispositions, 


I presum e, are not any where cherish­ 
ed at the present time : 
But if the 
spirit of discord shall increase and be­ 
come more exasperated, we may here­ 
after be as frantic with passion and as 
blind to our own interest, as those na­ 
tions, whose governm ents have been ^ 
subverted by the violence or trcuchcry 
ol their citizens. 


It would be difficult to enum erate all 
the mischiefs, that flow from this spirit 
ol party— W e have seen that it alien­ 
ates the minds of men fi*om each other, 
and h.is a tendency to excite the most 
malevolent passions.— History will in­ 
form us, that w’hen under no restraint, 
it produces civil wars, and term inates 
in the destruction of free Stales. These 
considerations have been sui^'>^C3ted by 
retici ting men of all parties; and it 
seems to be the duly of all, as far as 
their influence cxtm tls, to prevent an 
incre.vüe of the evil. 


N othing is of more imp-“ tance to 
this purpose, than a just atid impartial 
administration of govrrnm»*nt. 
The 
princj[)lcs of equity and ju-.iirr, are tht 
foundations of society ; and tlie great 
end of governm ent is, to provide that 
every citizen shall have his n^ht. 
But 
if, in m aking and executing the laws, 
we disregaid the rules of equal justice ; 
if we endeavour to elevate one portion 
of the Community, and depress another, 
we lose sight of the object for which 
we became united ; anti render every 
principle, that can be employed in the 
government of tht State, of no effect, 
except fear and compulsion. 
In such 
cases, the people never obey, but with 
reluctance ; nor shall we hare any rea­ 
son to complain, if they arc intractable. 
W c are as m uch bound to preserve 
thcir rip,hts, as they to obey the laws ; 
and until their spirits are broken, they 
will make continual efforts to recover 
what belongs to them ; for it is not in ¡ 
the nature of Freem en to subnUt with­ 
out complaint, to unequal regulations. 


U ur constitution forbids any exclusive 
pretensions to the honors oi the St v»c ; ' 
every class of men are entitled to par­ 
take of the same advantages, and havt 
an equal and common rii;ut ; if t!ii > 
right is infringed, wc may be sure that 
sentim ents of discontent and unimoMiy 
will prevail — W e ought, indeed, to se ­ 
lect persons of ability and im egiity, for 
public employment.«? ; but if we m.ike 
it a rule to advance only t)ur putuical 
friends, wc siiall become the heuJ-< ol a 
parly, and be incap >ble of prcservuiv;, 
witn tquuy and moderation, tiie ri^jhts 
of the wnole people— In Monarthie.s, 
the Prince i»i tne source of all power, 
.md liie louniain of honor and office ; 
he, therefore, thinks hi.nself authorised, 
in ..ppointiug his subordinate offjccrs, 
to reward the aliachmeiit, and purchase 
the hiture support of his adhcixnts__ 
But in Republics, Uio people are pos- 
st sseil of the sovereign power ; and 
Lcirisla'or's and M ..gistratcs, clccied by 
liicm, .ire bound to employ iheir aiitho-

T he Earl of L IV E R P O O L said he 
had not the least objection to stating,

It IS with deep regret, and with such 
cnioiions as the love of country should 
inspire, that we perceive the entire iai- 
lure of the negotiations instituted by tlie 
National (lovernment, with a view to 
obtain, from the belligerent n a tio n s, re­ 
spect tur our neutral rights, and a revo­ 
cation of edicts which operate so inju­ 
riously upon our lawful commerce. 


In the present unprecedented posture 
of Furope, we are firmly co n vi nc ed , that 
an immense majority of our consútu- 
I nts Cannot be reconciled to the belief, 
that an otVen?>^lve war with Great-Britain 
is demanded by the interest or honor oi 
our country. 


We presume not to enter upon a 
comparison of the injuries sustained by 
our commerce from the respective na­ 
tions at war—nor to arraign the conduct 
which Government has seen fit to adopt, 
in order to obtain redress. 
It would be 
foreign to our piesent purpose, to en­ 
large upon the duplicity and prevarica­ 
tion exhibited by France in all her ne- 
gotutions— which aggravate her nume- 
roui outrages—or to discuss the mo- 


t1ve& .ailcdgetl by Grcai-Brjtaii), in de­ 
fence of a system of retaliation, which 
bears with a severe pressure upon neu­ 
tral rights: It is suiHcient that c.ery 
consideration arising Irom good policy, 
and iVom the duty ot a nation to itseH, 
forbids us to plunge into a war, whicli 
desolates the European world ;—and 
frciii which, it seems to have been the 
design of Almighty Proiidence to ex­ 
empt us, if true to ourselves, by placing 
us remote from the theatre ol tiietr con­ 
tentions. 


An otVensivc war against any nation, 
can be justified only by me reasonable 
motive of obtainuig reparation lor past 
injuries—or security mjaiust luiureuai.- 
gcrs and aggressions. VVhcn,then;iore, 
such is the local situation and rulaiions 
of a country, Uiat the hope of eflecung 
citner of these objects is precluded by 
an over-ruling necessity, its honor is not 
stained by yielding to circumstances 
wnich it cannot control— nor is the re­ 
luctance of its citizens to expose them­ 
selves in such case to the certain dan­ 
gers and calamities ot war, a reproach 
upon their want of sensibility to uijury, 
their courage, or patriotism. 


A war with Great-Britain would fur­ 
nish temptations to her government to 
sequester the millions belonging to our 
citizcn'./, deposited in that country, and 
an opportunity to her navy and cruucrs 
to sw ee p the ocean of the remains ot 
our once flourishing commerce. 


The conqucst ot Canada, the only 
point in which she is assailable, would 
afford no indemnification if atchieved, 
for the losses to which we ihould be 
exposed uponour unprbtected seaboard, 
and upon the ocean. 
Destitute as we 
are of a Navy, and the meatis of imwic- 
diate maritime defence, wc cannot per­ 
ceive in what mode a war with this na­ 
tion, so powerful on the ocean, con pro­ 
mise the attainment of its avowed ooject 
— the revocation of (he Orders in Coun­ 
cil. 
The Emperor of France having 
lately republished the Decrces of Berlin 
and Milan with renewed assurances of 
a determination to enlorce them, and 
Great-Britain having announced her de­ 
liberate purpose of making her Orders 
in Council commensurate with those 
Decrces—we arc impressed with a be­ 
lief, that a war once begun, must be 
continued during the present European 
conflict, and perhaps abandoned, after 
years of disasters incident to all wars, 
without accomplishing the object for 
which it was undertaken. 


W c forbear to present to the consi­ 
deration ot your honorable body, a de­ 
tail of those multiplied evils which wc 
anticipate in such a conflict, lest their 
magnitude and variety nvight b« consi­ 
dered as calculated to depress the just 
confidence of the people in tlie national 
spirit and resources—and to encourage 
the persevenmcc of foreign nations, in 
pretensions hostile to our rights. 
W e 
cannot, however, but hope, that Govern­ 
ment, luiving tried for years a system of 
restrictions, which has proved ineffec­ 
tual in respect to foreign nations, and 
ruinous to ourselves, will once more re­ 
store us to our commercial pursuits ; 
—and without abandoning just claims of 
reparation, will enable us to aid in those 
preparations, which in some more au­ 
spicious period may afford the capacity 
ol vindicating such claims with a proba­ 
bility of success. 
And we can, upon 
this most solemn occasion, appeal to the 
Scarcher of Hearts, that in this appli­ 
cation to your honorable body, wc are 
influenced by no party consulerations— 
no spirit 
of disaffection—no disposi­ 
tion to embarrass the proceedings, or 
reproach the motives of any of the de- 
partmeiits of government—Neither do 
Uie people of Massachusetts, unmindful 
of the example of their ancestors, take 
courxil from fear— But in this last and 
respectful effort in behalf ol their com­ 
mercial rights, and to inducc the Na­ 
tional Government to pause and rescue 
their Country from war, they are ilfi- 
pelled by dictates of self-preservation, 
by their attachment to the Union, by a 
persuasion of the invincible and grow­ 
ing opposition of the People to these 
meatiures, aiid by duty to themselves, 
to posterity, and to G o d .
